The following letter was written by Rail­ 
road Commissioner G. J. Carpenter to the 
proprietor of the Los Angeles Herald : 
Joseph D. Lynch, E-q.—Dear Sir : Your 
open letter fonnd me four days after my ar­ 
rival here, where for the first time in more 
than eight months I am trying to enjoy a 
little rest at h me. But pursued and way­ 
laid by restless foes, and Lynched by impa­ 
tient friends, there seems to be no peaceful 
retirement or rest for me. So be it. With­ 
ont truce or parley, from my mountain heath 
I return your earnest and friendly greeting, 
with my defiance of the chivalrous camp- 
followers and the plundering marauders, who 
style themselves the Democratic party and 
reek to make it the guilty agent of their ne­ 
farious purposes. 
From the day I entered the office of Rail­ 
road Commissioner I have given to its duties 
and requirements my entire time and almost 
undivided attention. Knowing little enough 
of the subjects requiring my constant Btudy, 
without reading such newspapers ae displayed 
in their discussion the greatest ignorance and 
assurance, it became necessary to seek in­ 
formation where it conld be found, aud by 
methods adapted to the purpose. 
This was treattd as a studied affront to 
those Bcolding bawds of the press, who de­ 
manded extreme measures and ex parte de­ 
cisions, dictated by themselves. And not 
finding in the Commission a subservient pur­ 
veyor and puppet, they mistake the echoes of 
their own vapid and vindictive abuse and the 
noisy response of windy blackguards for the 
roar of a coming cyclone. To me their 
furious outcry has been silence, and silent 
contempt has been its answer. But, aB you 
BuggesL the recognition which one can never 
owe to foul-mouthed political outcasts may 
be due to the common decencies of public 
and private life which they insult and belie. 
THE CHIEF PROMOTERS 
Of these shameless and malignant assaults 
upon the Commission were first made con­ 
spicuous by their defeat at the San Jose Con­ 
vention. But from present appearances they 
would seem to have achieved “ the insolence 
of office,” without the credentials. And to 
make their calling and election sure, they un­ 
dertake in the name of Democracy to change 
aud falsify its platform wherein it declares 
“ that the railroad fores and rates should be 
materially reduced, discriminations in favor 
of persons and localities should be prohibit­ 
ed,*’ aud promises that the party and irs nom­ 
inees will “ relieve the people to the extent of 
their jurisdiction from the exactions and in­ 
justice now practic-d with impunity by the 
railroad companies.” By these clauses of the 
resolution relating to railroad fares, freights 
and discriminations all questions cf time, 
amount, percentage, procees aud principle of 
regulation and reduction were necessarily 
left where they had been referred by the 
Constitution aud laws. Not one of them was 
predetermined by the Convention, which 
promptly and decisivelj rejected the amend­ 
ment offered and urged by Tom Fowler, pro­ 
posing a specific and uniform reduction of 20 
percent. Upon this final and definite dis­ 
claimer by the Democratic party io Conven­ 
tion of any power or purpose to usurp the 
functions of Railroad Commissioners, or to 
forestall their decisions, it went with its 
nominees to the country. 
Led by Stonemao, the Democracy com­ 
menced its march to a victory already 
achieved. It needed on'y a dashing and re­ 
liable party journal at the chief city of the 
State, not so much to assure, as to annouuce, 
the coming triumph. The Sau Francisco 
Examiner had not then sinned away the 
character and good will inherited frem gen­ 
tlemen and Democrats. Although slow and 
blundering, it could aud should have had the 
post of honor, and been useful and happy. 
But blind to accidental opportunities, while 
sulkiDg in its garret, it was beaten without a 
rival. Furious with impotent rage, it be­ 
came the month-piece of a defeated minority, 
by most of whom it is now held in deserved 
contempt. 
With the trembling duplicity cf a spaniel 
it growled at the head and fawned at the foot 
of the ticket. With a vicious enmity of 
which it alone is capable, it brooded over the 
antagonisms of the Convention, and in the 
undermining interest of statesmen withont a 
biography or a following, it ignored and in­ 
sulted the best elements and most deserving 
leaders of the party in the State. Secretly 
plotting to get even at the election, it was 
again doomed to disappointment. Driven at 
last to hopeless despair by defeats and victo­ 
ries which it was powerless to prevent, it 
bewails the late success of the Democratic 
party as the death or dispersion of its polit­ 
ical tribe; and moans and screams like a 
Piute squaw at the funeral of her departed 
brave. The position and prestige of the 
party were blows 
AT POLITICAL BUCKET SHOPS, 
Which left the Examiner sharps on the street, 
without license even to peddle their own 
worthless paper. For them aud their con­ 
federates there was left no margin for gam­ 
bling pnts, calls, spreads or straddles ; and 
all concerned were duly notified beforehand 
that Democratic suretyships on promissory 
obligations, other than those specified in the 
platform, were revoked and henceforth re- 
fnsed. Speculators in wild-cat contracts and 
electioneering shams, were told that they 
must go elsewhere for accommodation iodors- 
ere and collateral support. After that the 
party could neither be bound nor beaten by a 
pledge-making campaign. To the extent that 
such a campaign was afterwards inaugurated, 
for the selfish purposes of a few for forbid­ 
den special favors, it became and was a cut­ 
ting and s c a lp iD g war of competing dema­ 
gogues, without the capacity to lead or sense 
enough to follow. Pretenders to virtues of 
which they never were accused, their only 
chance to worry through was in a wild scram­ 
ble of falsehood and treachery, in which to 
observe party usage, or to be decent, was to 
challenge the honor of their enmity aud op­ 
position.

_ 
It is, perhaps, no cau«e of surprise, that in 
the exceptional results of Buch a contest, its 
accidents, malice and treachery have been 
prolonged. They have given to reuerated 
pledges the semblance of performance ; to 
blustering pretense, the credit of earnest en­ 
deavor, and to canting hypocricy a touch of 
arrogance. Shamming to no purpose or to a 
bad one, with airy importance, pretender» 
and their dupes mistake their own sinister de­ 
mands for constitutional requirements ; Tom 
Fowler’s discarded heriz >ntal twenty per 
cent, amendment, for the Democratic plat­ 
form ; demented demagogues for public bene­ 
factors ; irflated stun p-speeches, full of 
emptiness, for abounding horns of plenty, 
and the pinchbeck stock-in-trade of political 
peddlers and pawnbrokers, for the varied 
staples of teeming industries. Thrice con­ 
victed traitors, whose abuse is a compliment 
and whose praise is an insufferable disgrace ; 
whose lying imputations of incompetency and 
corruption in others are only true if applied 
to themselves, come swelling and swaggering 
from the guard-house of the party to dictate 
its policy, and from the prisons of the coun­ 
try to obstruct and assail the administration 
of its official trusts. Having no business of 
their own, they are looking with laborious 
idleness to that of others. The incompetent 
harlequin who farms out the business of At­ 
torney-General, and returns only a beggar's 
thanks for his salary, may oversee the office 
of another to the advantage of his own. 
ANOTHER REGRETFUL OLD FAILURE, 
Dead as a smelt, but pretending to be alive, 
again seeks as a demagogue^ to retrieve the 
loss to himself of a resignation, which, had 
it taken a Judge from the bench might have 
given a lawyer to the bar, and something 
more than a screaming sandpiper to politics. 
And to such incomparable frauds may he 
added the full-grown small meo, budded with 
barren honors, and made yet greener than 
be fire. 
Such are the faithless renegades who flip­ 
pantly denounce constitutional officers for 
the alleged violation of partisan pledges never 
made, and which could have been exacted or 
made only iu view of controlling official obli­ 
gations, and by common consent subject to 
them. The accusation could come from none 
bet the harmless frauds who make it, and I 
pass it with the contempt it deserves. If 
needed, the members of the Convention 


which nominated me should be my compur­ 
gators. They know the dispassionate preci­ 
sion with which my position was taken. 
Were any defense required, both friend and 
foe would attest how the provisions of the 
Constitution and the common law rule, a3 
codifisd in Section 2173 of the Civil Code, 
were stated and made the criterion and limit 
of the material reductions of fares and freights 
to which the patty in Convention had 
commuted itself. I conld put in evidence a 
letter writt.-n by me July 11, 1882, and pub­ 
lished iu the Butte Record, wherein, after re­ 
ferring to the spreading epidemic fur vsgrant 
pledge», I entered my protest agairst “ pre­ 
judging matters properly left to official in­ 
vestigation and decision,” and “ declined to 
predetermine a cause of action, avowedly to 
obtain the vote of a party thereto.” Iu my 
letter of October 3, 18S2, published in the 
Examiner, after stating the functions of 
Railroad Commissioner, “ requiring the 
exercise of unbiased judgment,” I gave due 
notice that I would make “ no promise inc >n- 
siBtent with the fearless exercise of such 
judgment.” Again, aB on all occasions, “ the 
common law rule which requires the charge 
to be reasonable, is adopted and applied as 
the measure and limit of the material re­ 
ductions promised by the Democratic party 
and itB candidates for the c ffice of Railroad 
Commisiioner.” Thus ss such iffi ter, with­ 
out any violation of pledger, extravires, or 
otherwise, I may respectfully leave to the re­ 
nowned Judge Bridlegoose the equivocal hon­ 
or of decidiug esses by dice. 
But a hap-hazard cast of dice were better 
than the ready-made decretal orders aud de­ 
cisions which irresponsible and officious dicta­ 
tors assume the power to impose upon the 
Cjmmission. Tu kuow what ought to be 
done and how to do it, most of them must be 
pnt back to the common schools. From the 
Chronich, and its barking sun-dog the Ex 
anitner (ucilher dog not Democrat), the most 
that can be learned is “ how not to do it.” 
How to do Dothiug but to irritate and tease 
a popular complaint and to know nothing 
but how Dot to cure or relieve the aggravated 
evil, would seem to have been their only 
Btudy. They have yet to learn that Govern­ 
ment donations of lands and bonds to rail­ 
road companies were prizss drawn from the 
lottery of the Rebellion, and belung, with 
the bloody shirt, to a closed account of profit 
and lots. They seem never to realize how 
very idle and imi>ertinent it íb to wave 
THE RAGGED SYMBOL OF A LOST CAUSE, 
With loud lamentation over the best and 
most enduring of its collateral results. Anil 
yet it is t'rae for even the most superficial 
solicitors for thegiviogand forgiving Govern­ 
ment to know that national aid to the over­ 
land roads was a condition precedent only to 
their construction and continued operation, 
and to transportation of mails, munitions of 
war, etc., fixed hy explicit terms of the grant­ 
ing act, “ At fair and reasonable rates of 
compensation, not to exceed the amounts 
paid hy private parties for the same kind of 
service.” 
This is the rule by which the Federal Gov­ 
ernment compensates for services on all the 
overland roads. It is adopted and codified 
in this State as follows : “ A common car­ 
rier is entitled to reasonable compensation, 
and no more, which he m3y require to be 
paid in advance. If payment thereof is re­ 
fused he may refuse to carry,” (Sec. 2173, 
Civil Code.) It. is, then, by this rule that 
rates of fare and freight are to be regulated. 
And assuming the right to regulate, it is 
stated ia the levdiug Granger case and iu 
many othsre, as follows : “ It there are no 
statutory regulations upon the subject, the 
Courts must determine what is reasonable.” 
* 
* 
* 
* "Tne right to establish 
the maximum cf charge, as on6 of the means 
of regulation, is implied. In fact, the com­ 
mon law rule, which requires the charge to 
be reasonable, is itself the regulation of the 
price,” (Munn. vs. Illinois, 4 Otto, 133; 
Chicago vs. Iowa. 4 II., 161; I’eik vs. Cni- 
cago, 4 Td , 178 ) Io the case last cited it is 
said: “ This limit binds the Coarte as well 
as the people.” 
And in Attorney-General vs. Railroad 
Company (35 Wis., 426), and numerous cases, 
to determine what is reasonable compensa­ 
tion is held to be a “ judicial, not a legisla­ 
tive function.” By the Constitution of this 
State this function devolves upon the Com­ 
mission, which in the last resort must enforce 
its orders and decisions in the same Courts to 
which it looks for settled rules of decision 
and established principles of judicial fairness. 
To find and decide what is reasonable com­ 
pensation, the law throws open the schedules 
of fares and freights, and with authoritative 
finger points to the “ charge” and “ rate of 
charge," and considers each with reference to 
cIbbs of traffic and to conditions and cost of 
service. 
“ Rites,” “ charges ” and “rates of charges 
for the transportation of passengers and 
freights,” are specified in the section of the 
Constitution creating the Commission as sub­ 
ject-matters of its jurisdiction, and because 
“ rates of fares aud freights established by 
said Commission shell be deemed conclusively 
just and reasonable,” it is none the less, bnt 
all the more, a duty to make them so. If such 
an obligation were susceptible of delegation, 
to refer it to 
SELFISH AND VINDICTIVE AGITATORS, 
Would be to abandon even the pretense of 
impartial justice. In their shameless and 
vaiogloriuus endeavor to make it the spore 
of a crazy partisan controversy, instigated 
by and for themselves, they iguore and de­ 
ride every essential principle of railroad ser­ 
vice and regulation, and all known rules of 
official procedure and decision. They subor­ 
dinate the primary question of reasonable 
compensation, in its necessary relation to 
the given service, to the absurd demand for 
an indiscriminate and scalping redaction in 
gross. With pragmatic conceit, ignoring 
conditions and co-t of service, they demand 
a uniform rate of passenger fares at three 
cents per mile, as the unconditionally right 
one, bnt propose that rates ranging below it, 
by an evasive subterfuge, shall be fixed at 
what they are. 
Their sovereign remedy for discriminating 
rates of fares and freights is a uniform redac­ 
tion in the same ratio, which would leave 
them relatively precisely what they were; 
and hence what the agitating patriots most 
desire, a continuing cause of complaint. 
It is thus that controversies intended to be 
eternal are forever renewed. Crying evils 
are not only dry-nursed but are made worse 
by aggravating remedies, or suicidal measures 
of relief. For example, the demagogues and 
their dupes would subject grain shipments to 
the exploded and impossible theory of equal 
mileage. They construe the constitutional 
prohibition of a greater charge for a short 
than a longer haul to mean equal rate per 
mile, which at a given and ascertainable dis­ 
tance from the centers of trade would equal 
the value of freight and leave the distant 
producer ne other market than his month. 
So, also, in construing the clause of the Con­ 
stitution wherein it is expressly provided 
that a railroad company may, “ for the pur­ 
pose of competing with any other common 
carrier, lower its rates for the transportation 
of passengers or freight from one point to 
another,” it is assumed that no service is 
ever rendered for less than coat, and hence 
that »uch competitive rates should be es'ab- 
lished between all other points, to the heads 
of rivers and the tops of mountains. 
If this sapient reasoning only took the 
clause in question out of the Constitution, 
the (' ammisaion, like that of Alabama or 
Georgia, might permit and encourage cpmpe- 
tion where it exists, without attempting to 
send it on a fool’s errand, where it is impossi­ 
ble. It does more. It not only makes the 
Constitution a snare and a delusiou to carrier 
and Bbipper, but it handicaps natural advan­ 
tages with artificial obstructions and gains a 
less to ail concerned. It makes the minimum 
rate between two points, river-girt and water­ 
logged, tl e rate for a rouad trip, up and 
dowa, to all points and back again, in short, 
a penalty on the competing carrier and a re­ 
straint upon all competition whatever. 
Further notice of this intruding Bonsense 
would seem to be superfluous. To be dis­ 
missed »nd damned, it needs but to be stated 
and understood. For its officious and faith­ 
less advocates, the people have substituted 
A CONSTITUTIONAL COMMISSION, 
With a well defined official trust, to be ad- 
minislered by their chosen agents as pre­ 
scribed by the Constitution and laws. And I 
take this to be the time and place to say that 
the real beneficiaries of this trust are the un­ 
partisan people who are industriously mind­ 
ing their own business. In their name and 
interest, and in pursuance of the laws made 
by and for themselves, I shall continue to of­ 
fend and defy the demagogues, who never 
know how nor where reductions ought to b« 
made. Having ascertained for what class of 
traffic or in what department of eervice rail­ 


road companies are receiving more than rea­ 
sonable compensation, and now much more, 
it is then in order, by safe, practical and legal 
methods, to make reductions. This can be 
done only by reference to the class and vol­ 
ume, direction and distance of trade and 
travel. Where ratos from interior points to 
tide-water are found to touch the level of 
water competition, no redaction sheuld be 
made. Where, on the contrary, rates from 
tide-water to trie interior, snd between non­ 
competitive points, are found to be exorbi­ 
tant, they should and will be reduced, And 
so as to every class of freight and passenger 
traffic!; commencing with the highest, and 
subject only to differing conditions affecting 
th - cost of service, the highest and lowest 
should be adjusted to each other and to the 
limit of reasonable compensation. 
In accordance with the purposes, principles 
and pro:essea which have been imperfectly 
outlined, the much-abused Commission have 
made what a very large number of news­ 
papers, until lately hostile, have admitted to 
ba " very material reductions” of passenger 
fares. We are confident that in practice ami 
upon fuller information, the reductions will 
be fouud to have been made where most re­ 
quired, aB remedies for extortions and dis­ 
crimination, and in the manner prescribed by 
law. Máximums based on the differing con­ 
ditions and cost of service, are reduced from 
ten cents to four and six cents per mile, over 
all the Central and Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road systems in the State. Fur the reasons 
governing their adoption and without 
repudiating the principle upon 
which 
they rest, rates ranging below them are 
continued as they are. 
This alleged 
dereliction of official duty is in response 
to multiplying and increasing protests 
against discriminating and exorbitant local 
rat»s, and to complaints aud proofs of record 
which have come down to us from our imme­ 
diate predecessors, showing the preponder­ 
ance of places and persons demanding and 
benefited by the reduction. It has also the 
unequivocal official sanction of Commis­ 
sioner StonemaD, Doyle and Smith in their 
thoroughly business-like and able report to 
the Legislatura of 1877, pape 24, where they 
say: "The rates of fare demanded of what 
are called through passengers, have not been 
so much the subject of complaint as local 
fares. This íb probably owing to the fact 
that terminal or through paints are few in 
number, and the rates between them gener­ 
ally affected by the possibility of competition. 
With local rates it is otherwise, and the com­ 
plaint agaicst them is not without founda­ 
tion.” 
A schedule of reduced fares based upon 
principle and authority so convincing and 
conclusive, 
BODED NO GOOD TO AN INSINCERE AGITATION 
Intended to delay aud prevent its preparation 
and adoption. It seriously jeopardized a 
low-browed conBpiiacy that could exist only 
by bluster, false pretense and non-action. To 
deny that it had been prepared ard adopted 
by the "recreant Commissioners,” while easy 
enough for their lying traducers, would be 
believed by none but fools. By a companion 
of the old with the new rates the materiality 
of the reductions was readilygliscovered and 
almost universally admitted. The forlorn 
attempt by a few desperate demagogues to 
make the figures lie was finally abandoned. 
Tne Democratic State Central Committee, 
after the freest and fullest inquiry and inves­ 
tigation, without the fear of the Examiner 
before them, and in defiance of its ostenta­ 
tious impudence, approved the progressive 
and continuous work, vindicated the good 
faith and rebuked the calumniators of the 
Commission. 
The Examiner was again frantic with 
potent rage. Aud while about to end the 
farce by blowing its brains out with a razor, 
it came out with a sensational after-piece 
emulation of the Chronicle, It discovered 
the handwriting nf a railroad clerk in the 
" corrections of a few proofs.*’ It gave notice 
in advanceof the damaging exhibits by which 
it would convict the unfaithful Commission­ 
ers of collusion with the protesting railroad 
companies.

Both were printed at the office of the State 
Printer, and as the proof sheets came down 
it was the duty of the Secretary to make the 
schedule conform in letter and spirit to the 
order of the “ unfaithful Commissioners.” 
If this was done in the best and most expedi­ 
tious mauuer, subject to his supervision aud 
control, as he say», and I believe it was, he 
is blameless. A faithful compliance with the 
governing order was alone material. By this 
test his work has been‘verified and proved by 
a dotniled statemer.it to be correct. This 
vindication of the Secretary, the conductors 
of the Examiner, with characteristic mean- 
ne<», have refused to publish. 
Ths truth is (and here is a go id place to 
tell it), the law should never have required 
the Commission to draft a schedule or to 
serve a printed copy thereof. But iu the in­ 
terest and for the convenience of all con­ 
cerned, subject to orders of the Commission 
duly served on the companies to be affected 
thereby, they should be required to draft and 
post their own schedules. The last order in­ 
troduced by me, and unanimously adopted, 
relates to this subject, and I intend to make 
it the basis of a recommendation to the Gov­ 
ernor for a change in the law. Had the law 
been what it ought to be, the Examiner would 
have had no pretext for its last illustrated ex­ 
hibition of ignorance aud malice ; and a few 
scrub conspirators would have returned to 
the obscurity from which they came, with 
nothing to read but the prearranged resolu­ 
tions of the Alameda Committee and the 
loving palinode of White to the Democratic 
party.

Tne foregoing statement may he an impru­ 
dent notice to the enemies of the Commis­ 
sion. Any law to subserve its legitimate 
purposes or to deter 
A NEWSPAPER FROM MAKING A FOOLOF ITBELP, 
Will doubtless be fiercely opposed by the 
Examiner. If it were, like the Chronicle, a 
brainy blackguard, and an accomplished liar, 
it would sometimes blunder into sense, and 
not so often abuse the privilege of making it­ 
self absurdly ridiculous. It would not have 
been so vain of its late sensational Sunday 
edition. It would not have given away whole 
columns of falsehood in the two sentences 
following: “ The net profit must be enor­ 
mous when compared with the small sums 
which enter into the calculation.

A p p le S c a le In se c ts.—A letter having 
been addressed by James Galley, of 
at- 
sonville, with some samples of apple scale 
insects to Matthew Cooke for information, 
the following w s b sent in reply : 
Yours of the 30th of August is at hand ; 
also specimens of apples infested by scale 
insects. The scale insect on the apple is 
the common apple scale inseat. If you ex­ 
amine the limbs and branches of the trees 
those apples were taken from you will find 
the insects on the bark. This pest is diffi­ 
cult to destroy in the winter season, the 
scale being much harder than that of aDy 
other species infesting the apple or pear 
tree. In the winter season, when the tree 
is dormant, use a solution consisting of 
three-quarters of a pound of caustio soda 
and one-quarter of a pound of commercial 
potash to each gallon of water used. Spray 
the branches, limbs and trunks thoroughly ; 
or lye, by leaching wood-asheB, that will 
float a hen’s egg, aud then reduce by ad­ 
ding one of water to every gallon of the 
lye, will be effective. In the spring, when 
the eggs ate hatching, spray with whale-oil 
soap and Bnlphnr mixture, one pound to 
each gallon of water used, and to every 
five pounds of soap add one pound of sul­ 
phur, boil well together, and dilate with 
five gallons of water. If the above are 
thoroughly applied the scale insects will be 
destroyed. The caustic soda and potash 
preparation ia much cheaper than concen­ 
trated lye. The latter used in winter, five 
poundB to four gallons of water, will be 
effective. 
There are 87 countieB iu Georgia where 
a man cannot bay, beg or steal a drink of 
whisky, and none can be purchased in the 
State except in some of the larger towns.

ABOUT ALLIGATORS. 


SIX THOUSAND YOUNG KEPriLE8 SOLD 
ANNUALLY. 


How the Business of Hunting and Cap­ 
turing the Saurian is Conducted 
in Florida 


R e d d in g 's Ru-sia Salve has proved its effi- 
iney by test of three-quarters of a century. 


Six thousand baby alligators are sold in 
Florida every year, and the amount of 
ivory, number of skins, and quantity of 
oil obtained from the older members of the 
saurin family are sufficient to entitle them 
to a high place among the products of the 
State. 
The hunter sells yonng “ 'gators ” at §25 
per hundred, and the dealer at from 75 
cants to §1 each. 
Live alligators two years 
old represent to the captor 50 cents each, 
and to the dealer from §2 to §5, as the sea­ 
son of travel is at its heignt or far ad­ 
vanced. 
A 10-foot alligator is worth §10, 
aud one 14 feet long §25 to the hunter, 
while the dealer cnarges twice or three 
timeB that price. 
The eggs are worth to 
the hunter 50 cents per dozen and to the 
dealer 25 cents apiece. 
The wages of the hunter depend, of 
course, upon his good fortune in finding the 
game. 
One ot the most expert of these 
gives as instances of successful huuts the 
items of three days' work which yielded 
thirty-nine dollars and seventy-five cents ; 
of six days, with a yield of twenty dollars 
and ten cents, and of eight days’ hunting, 
which nettfcd forty dollars and twenty-five 
cents. 
Without speaking of those enemies of 
the "’gator” who hunt him for sport, there 
are about two hundred men in the State of 
Florida who make a business and try to 
make a living by capturing or killing him. 
Very many have eaten alligator Bteak from 
simple curiosity to learn its flavor ; 
but 
maoy more eat it because it is the cheapest 
and oftentimes the only meat they can 
afford. 
Tne flavor when it is fried or 
broiled is that of beefsteak plentifully 
supplied with fish gravy, while the fore­ 
legs roasted taste like a mixture of chicken 
and lish, and have a delicate fiber. 
Very methodical in his habits is the 
alligator, and very suspicious of anything 
new around his home. 
When he starts 
out in search of food it is invariably an 
hour after the tide has began to ebb, and 
he returns about four hours after low 
water. 
If he has a land journey to per­ 
form be goes and comes by the same 
route, never deviating from it until he sees 
evidence that strangers have trespassed 
on his domain, 
lie lives on the bauk of 
some stream, for ho has decided objections 
to stagnant water, and to make his home 
he digs a hole at least twelve inches below 
the level of the water. 
This hole is per­ 
fectly straight, although on an iueline, and 
from twenty to thirty feet, in length, 
terminating in a chamber sufficiently large 
to admit of his turning in it. 
lliere he or 
she dwells alone, save when the female is 
cariDg for her young brood, in which case 
the one room is converted into a nursery. 
Full-grown alligators not only do not 
occupy the same hole, but they will not 
live near each other 
The alligator usually lays her eggs about 
the 1st of July, and during the month of 
June abe is busily engaged in preparing 
the cradle for her young. 
Selecting a 
place on the bank of some stream or 
creek, she begins work by bcatiDg hard and 
level with her tail an earth platform about 
six feet square. 
She scrapes together with 
her forefeet, oftentimes from a distance of 
fifty yards from the proposed nest, dried 
grass, sticks and mud until fifteen or twen­ 
ty cubic feet of the material is in a place 
convenient for her purpose. 
On the day 
following the completion of these prepara­ 
tions she lays from thirty to fifty eggs on 
the prepared ground, ami piles over them 
dritd grass aud mod deftly worked in with 
sticks, until a mound six feet in diameter 
and three feet high has been raised. 
The 
surface of this is quickly hardened by the 
sun, and in order that it may be as nearly 
air-tight as possible the female visits it 
each day, covering with mud any crevices 
that may have appeared, as well as re­ 
modeling such portions as do not satisfy 
her sense of beauty. 
The ordinary time of incubation is about 
two mouths, aud then the newly-hatched 
brood may ho heard yelping and snarling 
for their mother to contmue her work by 
releasing them from their prison nest. On 
the second or third day after the first noise 
has been heard the female bites a hole in 
the side of the mound, out of which the 
young ones, barely more than eleven inches 
long, come tumbling in the most vigorous 
manner, crawling directly 
toward 
the 
water. 
Until the young are three years 
old the mother exeicises a parental care 
over them, always remaining within sound 
of their voices, not so muoh to protect 
them from their natural enemy, man, as 
from their unnatural enemy, their father, 
who has an especial fondness for his own 
children in the way of food. 
When then the hunter finds a nest he 
carries the eggs home to hatch them, 
where he can easily capture the brood if 
the eggs are fresh or if the young in them 
are nut more than live inches lon g; at any 
other stage they will not hatch if removed, 
and are of no value except for the Bhell. 
The captured eggs are then packed in 
straw as nearly as possible in the natural 
way, and the young may be thus hatched 
out very successfully. 
One farmer reared 
sixteen hundred and another a thousand 
last season. 
The young will eat immedi­ 
ately after coming out of the shell, but 
they thrive best if given no food for at 
least three months. '

It is seldom, however, that the hunter 
gets his game at a disadvantage, and to se­ 
cure him alive he must set about the work 
much as boys do when they snare rabbits. 
A tall, stout sapling near the water’s edge 
is the first requisite, and directly in front 
of that, in the water, a narrow lane or pen 
is made with stakes, the two outer ones be­ 
ing notched, as is the spindle of a box-trap. 
At the end of this pen, and nearer the 
shore a stake is driven into the mud, aud 
on the top of it is fastened a piece of 
tainted beef. 
A stout rope, at one end of 
which is a large noose, is fastened to the 
top of the sapling, and to the upper part of 
the noose is attacfied a cross-bar, or trigger, 
which, when the tiee is bent, catches in 
the notches on the outer stakes, just be­ 
low the surface of the water, the noose 
hanging around the entire opening. 
To 
get at the meat the alligator attempts to 
swim under the bar, but his back dis­ 
places the trigger, and be is a captive, 
with the rope fastened just back of his 
forelegs. 
It is necessary to bind the captive while 
he is in the water, and then to carry him 
to the shore in a boat ; for, amphibious 
as he is, he can be drowned if dragged 
over a short distance through the water. 
When once properly secured and on land, 
the alligator can do nothing in the hope 
of effecting a release, save to roll over, 
and this he does by a mighty effort with 
his shoulders, frequently working himself 
over a quarter of a mile in distance in a 
single night. 
If one believes implicitly the positive 
assertioni of the alligator hunters he must 
perforce say no man knows the span of 
life allotted to these saurians. 
The native 
Floridian, as well as the hunter, will in­ 
sist that the largest of* the 'gators are 
more than a hundred years old, pointing 
to the fact of his slow growth as a proo 


of the assertion. 
A newly hatched alliga­ 
tor is eleven inches long ; at the age of 
Bix he is very slim, 
but three feet in 
length ; at ten years of age he has gained 
considerably in breadth and but twelve 
inches in length, while during the next 
two years he has grown hardly more than 
one inch longer. 
An alligator fifteen feet 
in length, caught near the month of the 
St. John’s river, 
was so covered with 
barnacles and other marine growths as to 
make it almost certain that he mnst have 
been in existence seventy-five years.—[Jas, 
Otis in Continental.

TuE EVOLUTION OF THE REP0RTEP. 
FOR THE MODERN PRESS. 
The reporter for the pres3, as he is known 
to the men of this day, is a product of the 
times, and the result of an evolution 
which is just beginning to be understood. 
It is now realized by journalists that the 
difficult positions to fill on a great 
paper properly conducted are those on the 
reportorial staff. In England local news re­ 
porting has been practically unknown 
until very recently. Publishers there have 
been slow to comprehend the fact that 
a section of the paper which requires 
energy, watchfulness and hard work, 
is that committed to the local department. 
More than this, they are just awakening 
to the fact that it requires a special grade 
of ability. It is a fact that local news 
until within the year has been subordinated 
in England to every other department of 
journalism. The great papers have trusted 
to the coming in of news without the effort 
being made to gather it. On the other 
hand, in American journalism news is a 
matter of first importance of search and 
persistem and never-ending chasing. 
In 
France the reporter, even at this day, is 
known not so much by the news he gath­ 
ers as by the display of his personality. 
A witty writer has “ taken off" the 
French reporter of the period. He is 
sent to ascertain the details of a railway 
disaster for the Figaro, The accident took 
placa on Saturday evening. The paper 
announced on Sunday that it was rumored 
there had been a “ smash up ” on the line 
twenty miles from Paris. 
The reporter 
left Sunday night. 
Monday morning’s 
Figaro contained these wordB. 
“ I have 
arrived. It is said twenty were killed by 
the collision. I have taken rooms at the 
Hotel de Lsnard, and shall to-morrow as­ 
certain all the facts. 
Barnay. ” 
Tues­ 
day’s F ij iro contained twelve dispatches, 
ill vague and speculative, signed “ Ber- 
nay," and the last informed the public 
that “ Bernay ” would return to Paris and 
write up the details for Wednesday’s 
issue. But both in England aud France 
reporting has, within thp year, received 
a new revelation, and the American 
paper is now taken as the model. One 
French journal goes as far as to announce 
that its local columns will hereafter be 
conducted “ after the American style.” In 
Germany a change for the better took 
place somewhat earlier, but in neither 
country is there as yet any near approach 
lo oar system. Here we have been taking 
advanced steps also. A few years ago the 
reporter was thought possible of evolution 
from most aDy timber, and youths who 
could find nothing else under the sun to do 
conceived the idea that they could “ re­ 
port.” Publishers led them into this error 
by employing such as came tohand, without 
reference to natural qualifications, and dis­ 
charging them qaite as rapidly as they 
were taken on, by which process there was 
st last brought to the comprehension of 
fresh youths that the reporter’s tasks arc 
by no means of the kind that any man 
may put his hand to. A San Francisco 
journalist tells the story that a remarkable 
bright young gentleman, whom he took on 
\s the reporter in a difficult department, 
\fter the third day informed the city 
editor that he thought he could “ take 
the whole business in three weeks' 


time,” and after that period would he 
able to “ stand alone.” The city editor 
who had toiled years at his vocation, re­ 
plied that he himself had only just com­ 
menced to learn the business, and con­ 
gratulated the intelligent youth on his re­ 
markable precocity. 
The new attache 
lasted on that paper less than a month, his 
entire unfitness being demonstrated within 
a month. It has come to be recognized by 
the public that news gathering is an art, 
and reporting a matter calling for the exer­ 
cise of a high order of talent of varied 
characteristics. Not so many years ago 
the social and journalistic position of the 
reporter was of an indifferent character, 
but it haB been advanced by recognition of 
the art of the calling and the culture of 
the class, despite the fact that very many 
grossly abuse the profession, and by their 
personal habits and manners disgrace it. 
Toe consideration of the natural and ac­ 
quired qualifications for the model reporter 
is by no means uninteresting. He must be 
versatile and of good address. HÍ3 per­ 
ceptive faculties must be almost abnor­ 
mally developed in their keenness; his 
caution must be large, his courage unques­ 
tioned, his activity and promptness ad­ 
mitted, his endurance great; his adapta­ 
bility proven, his subordination perfect un­ 
der discipline, while his independence in 
his own sphere must he pronounced. He 
must realize his dual character of reporter 
and individual, and in no case confound 
them or permit one to trench upon the do­ 
main of the other. He must have a keen 
sense of “ news quality,” and be thorough­ 
ly impressed with the importance of little 
things. Ho must he every inch a gentleman, 
capable of listening, of concentration of 
thought, and of reception. He must have 
something of a jndicial cast of mind, aDd 
be able to hear and record facts with per­ 
fect impartiality and irrespective of his own 
theories, prejudices or beliefs, ka must 
he secretive, affable, capable of ready ex­ 
pression, and be able to think faster than 
he can write. He must possess that rare 
ability of condensing the expressions of 
others, without losing the point or spirit 
of the address or essay, and be able to 
photograph in words the activities of 
scenes and events, without cither over­ 
color on the one hand cr loss of vivacity on 
the other. He must not be afflicted with 
a poverty of language, nor with slow mov­ 
ing thought. He must be able to say 
what he has to say in strong, clear lan­ 
guage, without ambiguity or repetition. 
He must realize that he records history 
every day, and that he must be truthful 
before all other things. He must realize 
the fact that he will never cease learning, 
and that his is a vocation presenting ever- 
changing phases and new features for his 
study. If he respects himself he will re­ 
spect his vocation, and will not debase it 
by slander, falsehood or bribery. He 
need not necessarily be a "wit, but he 
should have a fair sense of humor. The 
critical quality should characterize him 
without captiousness, but he should em­ 
ploy it only when it is positively demanded 
for the enlightenment of the reader, 
or when called especially to that work, aud 
then must realize that criticism is a fine 
art, and that it is not to be entered upon 
by those who have a false conception of its 
purpose, and fancy it to consist of fault­ 
finding. He is better qualified for his 
vocation if he is of an open nature, look­ 
ing for all he can find of good in all things, 
instead of being of a suspicious disposition 
and inclined to donbt that there is any 
virtue in the world. He must be able to 
rise to a conception of the truth that the 
news of the world does not consist of crim­ 
inal records alone—that these last contrib­ 
ute to the very lowest order of news, if his 
publisher is high-minded the reporter will 
be enabled by the art of his profession to 
demonstrate the superiority of healthy 
over disgusting news, and his own love for 
cleanliness 
in 
preference 
to 
filth. 
These and other qualities are indispensa­ 
ble to the American reporter. Perhaps the 
most important wo have not mentioned, 
and that is the ability to place himself in 
the attitude of the reader, and foresee the 
effect of each line upon the man who pe­ 
ruses the morning paper over his coffee. 
Now, this combination of qualities in one 
person is a rarity, and hence it is that the 
thoroughly good reporter is rare. He is 
the product of American journalism and 
civilization, and in his highest development 
is the outgrowth of long apprenticeship. 
He is seldom evolved from collegiate halls, 
and rarely born of a university course. 
The recent “ idea” of establishing chairs 
of journalism in colleges, if carried out, 
will not produce the model reporter. He 
is born, and to be trained in harness, but 
he is not to be made to order by any known 
process. The American publishers know 
this, if no others do. It is because of 
all these facts that more men fail 
in this branch of journalism than in any 
other vooation in proportion to the extent 
of the business. It is safe to say that in 
almost any large city hundreds of men can 
be found who have tried their hand at re­ 
porting and failed, for every one who has 
successfully attained the highest de­ 
velopment. 
The 
American 
publisher 
has this to boast, that he discovered, 
utilized and developed the model reporter, 
and that the Old World has been driven 
by the march of the age to come to him for 
instruction, and to model Its news depart­ 
ments after those of the journals of the 
New World. As a result it will be noted 
that within ten years next to succeed re­ 
porting in European journals will be revo­ 
lutionized completely, and the class now 
employed in news-gathering will be driven 
out by the incoming of the better class, 
and which is represented at present on the 
American newspaper only.

The exposure of this second instance of 
poverty of intellect on the part of a con­ 
tributor to the Overland coupled with the 
deliberation of literary crime, we trust 
will not inflict upon it serious injury. 
Such purification by the fire of truth 
should give as to future results a better 
product, inasmuch as it will put ou 
guard over the pages of our California 
magazine, that watchfulness which alone 
can preserve it from imposition. Impos­ 
ture upon a daily paper may, without 
much relaxation of justice, be pardoned, 
but a purely literary journal, to which it 
must be assumed is brought special literary 
skill and knowledge, and ample time for 
examination, is very likely to be held to a 
strict accountability. As our contemporary 
remarks, however, "one of the moat 
troublesome and perplexing duties of a 
magazine editor is to make sure of the 
honesty of new contributors. He is con­ 
stantly asked to buy stolen goods, and we 
have heard of an appropriator impudent 
enough to offer a magazine a story from one 
of its own back volumes.” The female 
buccaneer who has made spoil of Lowell’s 
early effort, to prop her own unworthy pre­ 
tensions to merit, should retire from the 
literary field, where thieves are not toler­ 
ated, and are perfectly certain to be caught 
and unmercifully punished. Her place is 
in the literary pillory, to stand as an 
“ awful example ” and a “ fearful warn­ 
ing” for the would-be sinners against liter­ 
ary cleanliness in all the future. Hersiu is 
so gross that its consideration involves no 
niceties or possible pretexts for apologies, 
such as characterized the celebrated con­ 
troversy in 1S46 between l’oe and the 
friends of Longfellow, when the former 
charged the latter with unacknowledged 
imitations and positive piracy. The Mon­ 
tague crime is devoid of even the shadow 
of excuse, and its motive, pure and simple, 
was that of imposture.

While the boy is in the train­ 
ing school, he has allowed to him reasona­ 
ble days of absence and some pocket money 
for his personal wants or pleasnres. If the 
boy ¡3 faithful and obedient he is allowed, 
when his ship is in American waters, to 
visit his homo twice a year. In the future 
all applicants for positions as warrant offi­ 
cers must have passed through the training 
echool, and hold diplomas as seamen gun­ 
ners, so the path is cleared of all outsiders 
in favor of the boy3. If a boy ha3 an idea 
of becoming a merchant sailor, captain or 
mate, he should by all means enter the 
naval training school, for it will fit him for 
his vecation thoroughly, and secure 
him a good education and the requisite 
knowledge of the art of navigation. Every 
boy who enters must have the consent of 
his parents or guardian, and a boy without 
either will not he received. The boy when 
he comes to this open door of Uncle Sam’s 
house must bring neither box, bag, nor 
trunk. The naval department wants him 
with the clothing on his back only, and at 
once fits him out in its own uniform, and 
keeps him supplied with warm cloth­ 
ing all the time, but the bare coat 
of making, and of the goods 
is 
charged to the lad aud deducted from his 
pay in small and easy installments. The 
boy must be physically perfect, robust and 
erect. 
For instance, from 14 to 15 he 
must stand 4 feet 9 inches high, weigh 70 
pounds, and have a chest measurement of 
26 inches, and so on, increasing up to the 
age of 17, when he must weigh 100 
pounds, stand 5 feet 2 inches, and measure 
26 inches. Bays, for convenience sake, 
are received on the ships Wabash at Bos­ 
ton, St. Louis at League Island, Penn., 
Wyandotte at Washington, Minnesota at 
New York, and the Michigan, wherever 
she may be on the great lakes. They will 
be transferred from these ships to the 
school. 
We have entered thus far into detail 
because there seems to be much misap­ 
prehension regarding the subject, and as 
the effort the Government is making is 
most commendable, it is necessary that the 
details he generally known. We have no 
doubt whatever that the school will prove 
a most valuable national institution, and 
that it will be the means of saving to use­ 
ful service in the naval and merchant 
fleets of the country thousands of the beat 
of the youth of the land. Commander 
(lillis, of the United States training ship 
Minnesota, New York, has taken especial 
pains to disseminate correct information 
on this snhj :ct of naval training schools, 
and appears to be an enthusiast regarding 
their promise of usefulness.

WHAT THE GOVERNMENT WILL DO 
FOR B0Y3 WHO WISH TO BECOME 
SE-MfcN, 
The old line-of-battle ship Now Hamp­ 
shire has been fitted up by the United 
States Government for a naval traiuing 
school, and is now moored in Coaster’s 
Harbor near Newport, II. I., and is about 
to be connected with the shore by an iron 
pier, built as a iixturc in connection with 
the ship. The ship and cchool are under 
charge of officers of the navy and compe­ 
tent instructors. The goneral public has 
been hut little instructed regarding this 
training school, which is a national insti­ 
tution that is just beginning to attract 
attention, and is, practically, a new ven­ 
ture by the Government, and one to be 
warmly commended. Near the ship there 
are soon to be erected three fine buildings 
for the uses of the school. The spacious 
old frigate named isone cf the most roomy, 
and is admirably adapted for tho purposes 
for which she is now set aside. She can 
accommodate 400 boys without any crowd­ 
ing. She haB bath rooms, exercise rooms, 
school rooms, fins ventilation, excellent 
lighting, superior kitchens and dormitories, 
etc., while her anchorage is one cf the most 
bracing and healthful spots on the entire 
Atlantic coast. One impression regarding 
naval training schools is abroad that should 
be corrected. They are not reformatories 
for insubordinate boys, as many suppose. 
Bad, vicious and unruly lads are not re­ 
ceived under any circumstances. 
The 
Government long since resolved that 
the 
school 
should be a 
standard 
and a 
model 
of 
high 
character. 
The object 
is to secure 
a fine, 
well-informed and well-instructed body of 
men for the navy. There is nothing, how­ 
ever, to compel the naval apprentice, after 
completing his term, to remain in the navy. 
Thus, the Government takes the boy at 14 
and keeps him nntil he is 21, gives him a 
good English education free, and permits 
him to go his way if he chooses at the end 
of that time. 
The youth is fitted for 
either the naval or the merchant service, 
and the knowledge he acquires is useful to 
him in any other vocation. The boy can­ 
not enter the school if he is a day under 
14 or a day over 18, and once entered must 
remain until he is 21. This, and obedi. 
ence, are all the Government asks of the 
boy, for if he is lazy or neglects his studies, 
he will be disciplined to correct these 
evils. From the day he enters the school 
the lad receives $9 50 per month, and is 
rated as a third-rate boy. If he is dutiful 
aud bright he will soon be promoted to 
second or first class, and receive §10 50 or 
§11 50 per month. When he makes him­ 
self eligible for a cruiser he is rated a sea­ 
man, according to ability, and receives 
from §15 50 to §21 per month, and stands 
in line to become a petty officer at $20 50 
to §31 50 per month. In all these ratings, 
of course, the boy’s " living ” expenses 
are borne by the Government. If at 21 
the lad prefers to perfect himself in gun­ 
nery, he can enter the gunnery ehip, and in 
a short time rate as a seaman gunner, 
with wages at §33 50 per month, and §1 
per month added to the rate for each re-en- 
liBtment. Tne regulations require that to 
every man in the navy shall be served one 
ration daily, that is to say three suhatan- 


Assuming that the news is well founded 
that the second amendment to the Ohio 
Constitution has been adopted, the ques­ 
tion naturally arises, what will the Democ­ 
racy do with it ? It reads : 
“ The manufacture of and traffic in intoxicating 
liquors, to be used as a beverage, are forever pro­ 
hibited, and the General Assembly shall provide by 
law for the enforcement of this provision.'* 
Now the Legislature is Democratic, and 
to enttrtain for a moment the idea that it 
will pass laws to carry this command into 
effect, is absurd. There is but one State 
in the Union where the manufacture and 
sale of liquors is more intimately inter­ 
woven with the industries and commerce 
of the commonwealth than in Ohio. That 
a Democratic Legislature will heed the 
command of the Constitution and strike 
down so vast a business, is inconceivable. 
To that business it owes its supremacy in 
Ohio to-day. To its protection and per­ 
petuation it is solemnly pledged. It dare 
not aim a blow at it. There is no power to 
punish it for refusing to obey a constitu­ 
tional mandate, and as surely as the suu 
sets it will not obey. It will do as 
has the Legislature of California in the 
past, ignore the Constitution and adjourn 
with the bill to enforce the will of the 
people low down on the files, and not even 
read a first time. Ail this is well under­ 
stood. Hence it was that the Democrats 
traded with the Prohibitionists and clearly 
secured their own triumph. If the amend­ 
ment has been adopted it was done in that 
way ; by bargaining for the casting of pro­ 
hibition ballots for the Democratic ticket, 
in return for Democratic votes for the 
amendment. This trade the Democrats 
could well afford to enter into. They had 
the winning cards, and knew a prohibi­ 
tion victory would prove a sham. The 
wildest imagination cannot contemplate 
the suppression this winter, or next, or the 
next, of the vast commerce in whisky, 
wine and beer in which Ohio is engaged. 
We do not believe the amendment has pre­ 
vailed, but if it has, it is a puff-ball in the 
hands of a Democratic Legislature, and 
there is not a politician in the land who 
does not laugh in his sleeve as he thinks 
of it. 
THE NEW PRISON DIRECTORS. 
Tho San Francisco Alta says that Paul 
Shirley is to be the new Warden at San 
Quentin, and adds : “ The new Board have 
decided not to interfere in any way with 
the new Warden’s selection of subordinate 
officers." There is no virtue to be credited 
to the new Board for the resolution not to 
“ interfere ” with the Warden’s appoint­ 
ments—assuming that the Alto speaks by 
the card. It would be a bit of cool im­ 
pudence for the Board to consider the mat­ 
ter at all, or to come to any decision re­ 
garding it, in the face of the Constitution, 
which declares, after specifying that the 
Board shall appoint Wardens and clerks, 
that “ all other officers and employes of 
the prisons shall be appointed by the IYartlen 
thereof, and removed at his pleasure.” 
We do not believe that the Board acted as 
the Alta sayB. We hope {or an observance 
of the plain letter and evident spirit of the 
law on the part of this new Board. We 
have had enough of politics in prison man­ 
agement. 


Tus California public learns with regret of 
the retiracy from the 
superintendency of 
the State Insane Asylum at Stockton of Dr. 
Shurtleff. 
He has filled the position many 
years, and no administration has ventured to even 
hint at his removal. He was the right man in the 
right place; one who has the esteem of the mem­ 
bers of his profession throughout the land, and the 
confidence of the entire public. It is greatlv to be 
regretted that tired naturo demands be shall he re­ 
lieved from duty. He has been a faithful trustee, 
and his name will stand upon the records of the 
State as one of her most trusted servants and oue 
of her best friends.

Eds. Record-Union : 
The article In 
the Scientific American of September 15, 
1883, headed “ Drawing in the Working­ 
men’* School of BerliD,”* ought to be of 
some benefit to our young men, if a similar 
class were opened here in connection with 
our night schools. I refer now to mechan­ 
ical drawing almost entirely', and such ac­ 
quirement to the young artisan* must be of 
very great benefit, not only to the appren­ 
tice, but even young mtn who may attend 
would also greatly profit by it. The carpen­ 
ter, joiner, mason, tinner, plumber, turner, 
carver, stone-cutter and designer, and nu­ 
merous other trades where drawing is re­ 
quired occasionally, will ha vs gained an ad­ 
vantage over his fellow workman if he has 
acquired the art of drawing and designing. 
The tendency of the age i* lo fit the man for 
the position he is to occupy, but many 
youth* are nut favored with the uecersary 
education to fit them for the places ; they 
mu*t therefore acquire the necessary know. • 
edge in the worksnous without adopting a 
systematic training, which must be to their 
loss.1 have mentioned artisars generally, but 
we have besides hundreds of machinists and 
workmen employed in the shops of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad, every one of whom 
would be beuetited were be to attend such a 
school, «ay two hours, three or four times a 
week. Our young people must be engaged in 
a inethi.ig during the long evenings of the 
winter, and not all will be disposed to spend 
*hcir eurpluv, hour* at the rooms of the 
Y^ung Men’s Christian Association, at the 
Free Library or in church, but even thrse 
who find the most attraction in amusement* 
cannot dance, sing, play, declaim, or court 
’heir «wee'hears every evening. They 
ought to have sun e variation, or monotony 
wui creep io, and to counterbalance that the 
study* of the art of drawing ia recommended. 
1 look up n euch a school io be of equal bene­ 
fit to the concert* that are given for the 
ben* fit cf the populace for the past two aum- 
roerr, and in some cases the benefit to some 
young men iray even be greater tbau the 
pleasure th y enj y by listening to tho music, 
i e., the hours sacrificed to the study of 
drawing may be more remunerative in af*er 
lift. There are in this city a number of busi- 
ne*a houseB who draw a large financial inter­ 
est from the workmen of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, and such house* would 
probably assist or aid in establishing such a 
school if tbe city itself cannot entirely bear 
the burden (f the expenfts connected with it. 
At any rate, it would be a Luduble advertise- 
ineut. ror euch bouse*. There are other ac­ 
quirements which would b** of equal benefit 
if the knowledge wa* taught publicly. But 
it will bo asking too much at tbe beginning, 
and the latter acquire in-i t* aro mostly in the 
domain that baiongs to the opposite sex. 
With this may be connected the instruction 
to cook by the aid of gas, and in this our eac­ 
companies could aid themselves financially, 
as well a* the public, if they would publicly 
irstruc' people how to use gas economically 
for cooking purposes. The gas-Btoves used 
here cifer too much radiation, or, in other 
words, require too much heat to keep them 
propsrly heated. As gas is not used entirely, 
yet «mailer stovef, occupying less Hpace, 
would be far more serviceable than the large 
ones u?ed here at present. If the cost is re­ 
duced and the size cf stoves, many more would 
be used. *As electric light gradually sup­ 
plants gas, the latter will be uaed for many 
purpogep, as well a3 the kitchen, and then it 
will be in the hands of the manipulator or 
cook to regulate the heat just as dedred, 
which cancot be as well accomplished by 
wood or coal tire. 
The schools mentioned in the Scientific 
A mcrtran extend all over Germany, instituted 
in large cities. The Sunday morning is 
taken, and apprentices are compelled to go. 
The ignorant masters were greatly opposed 
to the«e “ new-fangled” affairs, and placed 
obstacles in the way whenever they could, 
but the intelligent knew well enough that 
they would be benefited when they had capa­ 
ble workmen in their employ. Some of the 
pmployers went so far eveu—in the city of 
Leipzig, at least—to give instruction them­ 
selves to a cías* of young men who did not 
require the art cf drawing particularly. Say. 
for instance, would not the butcher boy, or 
the student in surgery, be equally benefited 
if a masterhand dissects the human being or 
cuts up the carcsss cf an animal ? All our 
knowledge ia derived or acquired from our 
predecessors, and if the master of an art or 
science wields the instrument in hi* well- 
disciplined hands it ought to make a favora­ 
ble impression upon the youi.g learner. I 
submit, th*? preceding a« a hint to our leaders 
in educational matter*, not only in the city 
of Sacramento, but all over California, *r 
wherever it is thought practicable or ben­ 
eficial.

the Washington 
monument 
and 
THE POPE’S TABLET. 


E d s R eco rd -U n io n : lu your issue of the 
llth is an article of inquiry regarding the 
tablet presented by Pope Pius IX to the 
Commi«sioner.a, to be built in the interior Lee 
of the Washington monument at Washington, 
D. C. Soon after the monument was com­ 
menced a request was made that States, soci­ 
eties, nations and individuals should present 
marble tablets to line the inner walls. A 
large number had been presented. The one 
given by Pope Piu3 IX. was most conspicu­ 
ous on account of its oeautifnl carving and 
materia), which was black Dalian marble, 
weighing about 1 500 pounds. They were all 
placed in Exhibit Hall, a* a dilapidated 
board shed was facetiously called. Between 
this shpci and the shaft, wtiich at that time 
was 250 or 252 feet high, stood the watch­ 
man’s house 
or 
box, an 
octagonal 
wood structure, about six feet in diameter 
and peven feet high, a door in one face, And 
round port holes in the other faces. One 
night in June of 1854 a large party of meo, 
disguised, suddenly appeared, so reported the 
watchman, forced him into his box and fast­ 
ened him in by windiug rope around it and 
pasting paper over the port holes. They 
then took an old truck, usually drawn fir 
oxen, attached a rt pe to it, and placed the 
Pope’s tablet ther-cu and hauled it to the 
bank of the Potomac river, which at that 
point was about forty feet hi,:tl, On the 
beach beneath was a large b >wlder weighing 
about ten tone, and on I - this bowlder tbe 
tablet was dumped fr.on the bank above, 
smashiug it into hundreds of pieces. The 
mob then disappeared. An account of the 
affair aupeartd in the Natwnul Intelligencer 
of the following morning, aud the St.i.r m the 
afternoon, aud that was all there was said of 
it, excepting a few articles that have ap 
peaied from time to time in th; press. But 
why ep ak just of this tablet th^t was de- 
s’royed by a mob, when ail had been eo in- 
diffirentiy cared for that there was not one 
of them hut had been defaced by that heart­ 
less, soulless, brainless vampire, the relic 
seeker ?

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THE HO? MARKET. 
Eaucott W elh’Uop Circular of October 5.h 
aayj : The hop market is in about the same 
sh »p- as last reported. Although the receipts 
at New York show a large increase over last 
week's, there is still a marked deficiency in 
choice hops, most cf the samples on offer be­ 
ing early-picked hops and those which were 
damaged by the frost during picking. From 
this it in evident that holders in the interior 
are indisposed to force their good hojs on the 
market, preferring to hold until buyers come 
around aud pay the price they demand. Con­ 
siderable hops have changed hands in the iu- 
terior markets during the past week at prices 
ranging from 21 to 23 cents, some being large 
growths and sale lions; better, in fact, than 
anything t.fTered in Sacramento. Brewers 
c intinue th» hand-to-mouth policy, believing, 
no doubt, that an accumulation of stock on 
this market without a freer export outlet, 
prices will naturally recede. 
The latest estimate at hand of the English 
crop is between £260.000 and £280,000 old 
duty. It may be safe, under these circum­ 
stances. to divide the difference and call it 
£270,000, equal to 336,000 of our 180 pound 
bales, which would leave a possible shortage 
there of 38,000 bales.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 
The following, taken from the San Fran­ 
cisco Bulletin of iast evening, will interest 
many Sacramento readers : 
Paschal Coggins, a pioneer journalist of 
this city and Sacramento, and formerly a 
member of the Slate Legislature from Sacra­ 
mento, shot himself in the head about 10 
o’clock this morning in a forlorn little room 
in the fourth story of the Lindell House, 
corner of Sixth and Howard streets. The 
report cf a pistol shot at the time mentioned 
alarmed the proprietor of the house, who 
was below in the office, and running hastily 
up stairs he found Coggins stretched on his 
bed in his room, motionless, with his right 
hand at his side clinching a four-shot revol­ 
ver, and with aD ngly hole in his right temple, 
from which the blood was oczing Assistance 
W63 summoned, and among other persons 
caUed was officer l’ryon. who happened to be 
in the vicinity at the time. Tne wounded 
man was conscious, and was recognized by 
Tryon as an old newspaper man of tbe city. 
The only explanation he gave tbe officer of 
bis rash act was that he w n despondent aDd 
'.¡red of life. 
Tryon did what he could 
to stop the flow , f blood, and placing the 
injured man in an express wagon on a mat­ 
tress had him driven rapidly to the Receiving 
Hospital. Here he was placed on a cot and 
the wound examined by Pol'ce Surgeon 
Dennis. The surgeon’s experienced eye 
told him at once the shot was a fatal 
one. The ball entered the right tern 
pie and ranged inward and forward, lodging 
probably uuder the frontal bone. Dr. Dennis 
erohed for about four inches, but did not suc­ 
ceed in finding it. He thinks that possibly 
it may have sunk into the braiD. and consid­ 
ers death inevitable. 
Had the ball ranged 
half an inch higher, death would have re­ 
sulted instantly. 
Poor Coggins groaned 
while the wound was being dressed, but re­ 
tained consciousness and spoke in short sen­ 
tences to newspaper men who called to see 
him after being laid in one of the cots. He 
told all the same st iry, that he was despond­ 
ent and did uot care to live, and thought he 
had i u'.lived his usefulness. 
He is about 60 
years of age, and looks thin, pale, and care­ 
worn. 
Coggins, as mentioned, came to this State 
in early days, and was for a long time 
on t e staff of the Sacramento Union, when 
Anthony, Morrill & Co. were tne proprietors 
i'f that j oirnal. He was a writer of ability 
and an excellent public speak-r. líe repre­ 
sented Sacramento in the Assembly in 1873, 
aod prior to that time published a directoiy of 
Sacramento, which has always been regarded 
as a standard work. He was kr.own by his 
associates as a good news gatherer, and re- 
lixhle in all particulars ; a man of thought, 
of ideas, and of prompt action. In 1873 he 
oxme to this city, and was a reporter on the 
Bulletin for a few years. In 1875 he ran for 
Congress from the Second District on the In­ 
dependent ticket, with John Bidwell for 
Governor. He made a vigorous canvass, 
but was defeated, owing, it is thought, 
to tbe fact that he refused to make 
certain concessions demanded by the people 
of his district. He left California at the 
time Newton Booth went East to take 
his seat in the Senate. He located in 
Philadelphia, where he has a son who is a 
lawyer of some prominence. Soon after, he 
again camo West, stopping some time in Ne­ 
braska, and later in Colorado. He came to 
this city a few weeks ago from Denver, and 
has since met many of his former acquaint­ 
ances. He has recentlv contributed a num­ 
ber of articles to the Bulletin, and was in­ 
vited to continue. It is thought that his 
mind has been strained by constant work. In 
accounting for his action, he said he had been 
greatly disturbed by certain calumnies that 
hwe recently been circulated about him. 
In 1856-7 Coggins, associated with James 
McOlatchy, now of the Sicrameato Bee, O. 
B. Terrill of Bancroft & Co., H. S. Dalliba 
i f the Jiullttin, and ex-Stnator Cornelius 
Cole, started for the Fremont campaign the 
Daily Tunes of Sacramento, the first Repub­ 
lican daily of tha State.

NEW PUBLICATIONS, 
Stock-Feeding—Citizens’ Manual—Painting 
—The Engllth Magazine—Etc. 
Elliott W. Stewart, of Lakeview, N. Y., is 
the author and publisher of a large octavo 
volume which is at hand, entitled " Feeding 
Animals.” It is a practical work apon the 
laws of animal growth. It especially treats 
of the rearing, feeding, etc., of horses, cattle, 
dairy cows, sheep and a nine. The work is 
freely illustrated. We should judge that it 
would be a very useful book forstock raisers. 
We do not pretend to paes apon the merits 
of the theories treated. But this much we 
may say, that oar examination inclines us to 
believe the author is thoroughly versed in the 
matters of which he writes, that he has a 
broad record of experience, and has had a 
wide field of obeervation. He was a profes­ 
sional man who by failing health was driven 
to leave a city and seek rest and change of 
vocation npon a farm. The new life was so 
beneficial and congenial that he continued in 
it for a period of thirty years—that is, up to 
this time. He devoted his attention to stock 
raising, and hiding no practical work of in­ 
struction upon stock-feeding as an economy, 
he begun to supply by experiment what he 
could not elee obtain—knowledge on the sub­ 
ject, Tho matter soon became one of pro- 
fuuud interest, and he began to ascertain 
facta which he saw were of such value that 
they would benefit all stock-raieers, and so 
be determined to reduce hie experience te 
writing, and as a consequence this book has 
appeared. This bit of history should of it­ 
self invite confidence in the work. The au­ 
thor began bis publications of articles on ali­ 
mentation and stock-feeding in the National 
Live Stock Journal, the Country Gentleman 
and the Rural Neie Yorker. The statistical 
tables in the volume are oí much interest, but 
that which will most nearly concern the agri­ 
cultural reader is the treatise on the contribu­ 
tiva quality of various stock foods to the 
making of food fiesh upon the animal, and 
the economic uses of stock food with a view 
to the beBt results as to weight and profit, and 
tbe minimum of cost of production. The 
care, bedding and general treatment of cattle 
are treated of at length. The consideration 
uf stock feeding for milk, butter and cheese 
results, ¡B a very interesting portion of the 
work, and even those not in charge of stock 
farms, will find in these, as in the other chap­ 
ters, much useful scieatifie knowledge ou 
these topic*. A Buppliment on ensilage, gives 
much valuable information oa tbat subject. 
As a whole, we think the book one that will 
prove useful to most farmerB, and certainly 
to all dairy men and stock raisers. 
Tbe entry of the American illustrated 
magazines into the English market iu a tierce 
competition with Eaglish periodicals has 
already been noted and commented upon in 
these columns. One of the results, perhaps, 
is befo 16.us iu tbe form of a new candidate 
for tajP*. It is entitled “ The Eaglish 
Magazine,” and is issued from the press of 
Micimllan St Co., London and New York. 
It is au illustrated and a cheap periodical. 
If Macmillan & Co. intend this magazine to 
bs a competitor with oar American journals, 
such as “ The Century ” and "' Hartier’s 
Magazine,” they must place great faith in 
the simplicity of the public. And in saying 
this we are not captious. 
“ The Eaglish 
Magazine” is not to be mentioned in com­ 
petition with either of the others. In illus­ 
tration it does not compare with either, but 
in text matter it boastB of excellence justly. 
But if is not to be considered as a rival, then 
we should judge it without comparison. In 
that light it is a very pleasing issue. “From 
the Old Law Courts to the New,” by F. W. 
Maitland, a very entertaining article on tbe 
law courts of London, and the striking charac­ 
ters that are to be Been there; “ Les Cas- 
quettes,” by Swinburne; “ The Dormouse at 
Home," by Grant Allen; “Rosetti's Influence 
in 
Art,” 
by 
J. 
Comyna 
Carr; 
“ The 
Supernatural 
Experiences 
of 
Patsy Cong,” 
a story by the 
ac­ 
complished uovelist, William Black; “ Oys­ 
ters and the OyBter Question,” by T. H. 
Huxley ; “ The Armourer’s Prentices,” by 
Charlotte Yenge, the well-known writer for 
youth. This latter is the serial t f the maga- 
ziue. It will be observed that tbe text is all 
by accu uplisLed writers, and that at least 
oue is distinguished and eminent in the scien­ 
tific world, while all are of established repu­ 
tation, and one ranks amoog the most lofty 
of the modern poets. The illustrations are 
by Kuesing. Furnias, Morrow, O'Connor, 
Whumper, Coombes, Lacour, Cheshire, Quick 
and Cooper—all artists of acknowledged 
ability, with pencil or graver. The engrav­ 
ings are of a different order, style and execu­ 
tion, from anything to which we have been 
accustomed in this country, and if not com­ 
pared wilb the standards to which Wo are 
attached, will stand before us as fine ex­ 
amples. And in no light are they inferior— 
simply lack the spirit and freshness which 
characterize those of the American magazine, 
and are especially lacking in the care be­ 
stowed in the press-work which characterize 
the American magazine. Tbe subjects, too, 
are of less vigor. But they are illustrations 
tbat will interest, and tbat are expressive 
withal. 
Two are especially good and will 
compare with the better class that we find in 
the American magazines. These are the 
frontispiece—“ Shy,” by Kneaing, from the 
picture by L. Alma Tadeina, R. A., in the 
possession of D. O. Mills, of INew York; 
the other is by the same engraver, and is a 
copy of the water-color by Rossetti, entitled, 
“ Lrdy Lilth.” Both of these are fine ex­ 
amples of delicate cutting, and careful atten­ 
tion to detaiL 
“ The English Magazine ” 
comes very agreeably to our table, and is a 
material and valuable addition to the current 
periodical literature of the day, and while it 
will not displace any of the leading magazines, 
it is fair to say that as it sells at “ sixpence” 
it i* a cheaper magazine than the American 
issues. 
Worthington C. Ford has edited, and Geo. 
P. Putnam’s Sons, New York, have pub­ 
lished, two neat octavo volumes entitled, 
“ The American Citizsn’s Manual.” Part I. 
treats of National, State and Local Govern­ 
ments, the Electorate, and the Civil Service. 
Parí II. treats exclusively of the functions of 
State and Federal Governments. Wa have 
been at pains to read these volumes with 
more than usual care, testing their accuracy 
of statement by examination of approved an- 
thoritiee, and we do not hesitate to commend 
the work. It has defects, but they are neither 
many nor great. The style of treatment 
is admirable, for it is the essence of sim­ 
plicity and clearness, and the author has at 
no time mode his subject wearisome to the 
reader. There are very few pages of tbe vol­ 
umes which are not open to criticism by 
those who hold to different beliefs as to tbe 
functions of government. While in some re­ 
spects we have found ourselves differing with 
him as to politico-economic questions, still 
we are driven to admit his fairness, his en­ 
deavor to be strictly impartial, bis evident 
sincerity and his general correctness of view 
and statement. The question of the regula­ 
tion of private and corporate business by 
State interference is treated by Mr. Ford in 
a very csLsorvative spirit, and while he states 
the rule of practice in the States at 
this time, he is outspoken in warning against 


tbe dangerous character of the doctrine of 
State interference with private business con 
cerns He is unsparing of the political boss 
and the political demagogue, and does not 
reátate to point out the inevitable if the 
former class continue to rule and the latter 
to delude the people. The general distribu­ 
tion of the e compact and brief volumes and 
their reading would do much to disssemicate 
correct information regarding our systems of 
government in this republic, and would clear 
away much of tbe mist that politicians cause 
to arise before the voters in every campaign, 
to their misleading and bewilderment. 
From A. L. Bancroft & Co.. San Francis 
co, and the publishers, the Railroad Gazette 
proprietors, New York, we have a work en­ 
title “ Painters and Painter’s Materials.” It 
is by Charles J.. Condit, and is issued under 
the supervision of Jacob Scbeller, master 
painter. It is a book of facts for painterr, 
and those who use or deal in paint materials. 
Of course, skillful brushing and coloring do 
not come by reading books, and as the 
authors confesB, printed words at beet furnish 
but a clumsy method of showing the nice 
manipulation of a mechanical operation. 
Such teaching is better left to the shop ; but 
in the Bhop oue will not always acquire 
requisite knowledge, and will seldom or never 
get it formed and definitely shaped, as a 
printed record may shape and form it. Hence 
the need of a text-book to do what the shop 
leaves undone. The work is divided into 
two parts—fundamentals and finer paint­ 
ing. The first part includes chapters on 
the objects and effect of painting wood and 
iron, the cracking of varnish and paint, the 
purchase and mauufactnre of varnish, the 
use of varnish, testing the qualities of com­ 
mon pigments, priming wood, oils,the drying 
of oils and drying oils, old oil and fatty oil, 
driers of drying oil, the cause of decay in 
paint and varnish, manufacture aud use of 
whit9 lead, rust, paiotiugiron, paints for iron 
and for general outdoor use, brushes, putty, 
paste and glue, effects of paint on health. 
Of finer painting, there are chapters treatirg 
of linseed oil and painters’ difficulties with it, 
the eccentricities of oil and varnishes, exam­ 
ination of linseed oil and turpentine, the color 
of linssed oil and varnish, the carriage var­ 
nish shop, Bystem in car shops, description 
and test of pigments, chemical relation of 
pigments, decoration by color. In an ap­ 
pendix is a chapter on restoration of paint 
iugs, lead poisoniDg, eye exhaustion of color, 
and preservation of stone. This epitome of 
the contents of the work will afford those to 
whom such a book will be of value a compre 
beusive idea of its contents. It may be added 
that both the authors are skilled, and the 
testimonials of their ability are of a high 
order.

I* 
THE 
WORKISGMSK’i 
SCHOOL OF BERLIN. 
The object of this school is to furnSh 
apprentices and assistants in every trade, 
during their spare hours, such instruction 
in drawing. Bcience and art as shall supple­ 
ment the practical part which they learn 
in the shop. 
It opened two years aud a half ago with 
300 pupils, and last winter had 1,013 pu­ 
pils with twenty-six teachers, mostly spe­ 
cialists. 
A special class was formed for the ap­ 
prentices of opticians and instrument- 
makers in mathematics, mechanics, physics 
and free hand mechaoical and technical 
drawing. Last October the number apply­ 
ing for instruction in drawing was so large 
that it was found necessary to start a sec­ 
ond class. The number of apprentices re­ 
ceiving instruction was 114, each of which 
paid 6 marks ($1 44) per semester (halt 
year) for eight hours a week instruction, 
which comes out of their own salary. 
These gratifying resnltB are largely due 
to the increasing and judicious endeavors 
of many master workmen (i. e., the men 
who have the instruction of the apprentices 
in the shop), to induce apprentices to go to 
this school, by directing tbeir attention to 
the advantages of a theoretical knowledge 
of their own branch. The idea formerly 
so prevalent, especially amoDg “self-made” 
masters, that a theoretical education, on 
the one hand, only made the young work­ 
men conceited and inclined to expect more, 
and, on the other, that workmen who 
think do less work and are of less value, 
has fortunately been entirely overthrown. 
Absolute indifference, so great as to be 
manifest, which cares only for getting the 
most work out of the apprentice as a labor 
machine, without regard to whether the 
latter rises to a useful member of the pro­ 
fession or sicks to a mere factory hand, 
and which has a still worse effect than the 
other idea, is now so rarely noticed tbat 
we need not dread its influence on the 
trades. 
Fdr constructive workmen drawing is of 
the greatest importance ; it is the applica­ 
tion of mathematics. To make something 
new, to invent something, without draw­ 
ing, is very difficult, owing to the lack of 
being able to get a view of it ; in fact, it is 
impossible in making large machines. 
Engineers and architects could not do half 
what they do without drawings. Every 
young man that receives good instruction 
in drawing will become accustomed to 
neatness, thoroughness, mathematical hab­ 
its of thought, a correct and accurate eye, 
in fact, all good habits that it is important 
a workman Bhould have, and his dexterity 
will increase and the taste for beautiful and 
graceful forms be cultivated. 
Drawing, 
which has hitherto received too little at­ 
tention iu the schools, is the very branch 
of art that is most valuable to the artisan. 
The pupiU have received such varied 
previous preparation that it is necessary to 
give each one personal attention and indi­ 
vidual instruction. Class instruction by 
lectures and blackboard drawing would 
Dot be feasible, as less advanced pupils 
could not keep up and the more advanced 
would be held back. 
The drawings are not made, as is un­ 
fortunately Btill the case in many schools, 
from other drawings, but from the objects 
themselves, or from problems given out by 
the teacher. A mechanical drawing copied 
from another one, although it is very easy 
to get nice, clean drawings in this way, is 
of much less value than drawing from 
actual models, in which the pupil exercises 
his eyes more and must use his under­ 
standing. 
The firet drawings that the pupils in the 
special classes make, after they learn to 
draw with dividers, are “ nets ” or sketches 
of surfaces. The pupils are given the prob­ 
lem of evolving the “ not ” or drawing the 
shape in which a piece of foil (or sheet tin) 
must be cut so as to make a particular ob­ 
ject, which has been shown or described to 
them, with sketches of the correct Bize of 
the base, elevation, side, etc. These exer­ 
cises are specially suited to the beginuer, 
because he becomes accustomed from the 
start to mathematical thought in drawing, 
and also because they can soon be finished, 
so that his patienoe is not put to too severe 
a test, and finally becanse it gives him an 
opportunity to learn how to work accur­ 
ately and neatly with all the drawing 
utensils, even the brush. 
In the second stage of instruction, pro­ 
jections are made, besides the well-known 
projection of a screw, the projection of a 
curved tripod, and thoBe parts of an instru­ 
ment that are placed at acute angles, euoh, 
for example, as a lens holder, or a micro­ 
scope Btand, which is specially important 
for instrument makers. Such drawings 
are generally made on a large scale, to 
render the construction easier. 
In the third class, drawings are made 
from parts of instruments. First, some 
metallic object, bounded by plane sur­ 
faces (turned or filed), is employed; then 
more complicated parts. They are first 
sketched free hand, as they will subse­ 
quently be drawn ; then measurements are 
made of the model and written on the 
sketch : then the model is put out of sight, 
and an accurate drawing made according 
to these measurements. 
Afterward, in the fourth class, complete 
instruments and apparatus are drawn in 
thiB manner, except that the preliminary 
sketches are omitted to save time, as soon 
as the pupil has learned to make them cor­ 
rectly and draw from them. 
The models used for these drawings are 
not all “ sections,” nor such as present to 
the eye the actual cross section ; compli­ 
cated apparatus themselves are used, which 
the pupile have to take apart so as to be 
able to draw the section correctly. 
Pupils that have gone over these four 
stages, which can be done in two semesters 
(one year), and are able to draw any kind 
of apparatus, even complicated ones, cor­ 
rectly and neatly, from henceforth draw 
designs for parts of instruments. 
Tne pupils sketch from memory as many 
parts of instruments as possible that serve 
the same purpose ; for example, joints, 
systems of axes, arrangements for adjust­ 
ment, mountings for lenses, mirror and 
prism holders, and the like. 
After the teacher has directed the atten­ 
tion of the pupil to still other approved 
constructions for parts of instruments, aDd 
corrected his sketches if Decessary, the 
pupil will make complete drawings from 
systematically arranged sketches. O.her 
designs, which are made especially by snch 
mechanicians as make optical instruments, 
are made by those who have completed the 
regular course, such as graphic representa­ 
tions of simple optical problems that oome 
before the constructive opticians. 
AU the drawing are made with black 
India ink, partially with and partially 
without shading lines ; coloreare used only 
on nets and cross sections. The oolored 
borders so commonly employed in machine 
drawings are not suitable for this wora, 
where the parts of the apparatus are often 
very fine. Then, too, the color conceals 
any imperfections in the liaes, which is 
very bad for beginners.—[Translated from 
the Zsitschrift fur Instrnmentenkunde.

T h e O hio E le c tio n . 
C o lu m u cs, October 12-.h.—Neither of the 
State Committees is making an effort to ob­ 
tain definite results from the election, since 
it has been conceded that everythiDg is safely 
Democratic. The Democratic headquarters 
are practically cloeed. Nothiog has been 
d me by the Republican Committee. The 
first amendment is defeated, and nearly as 
cin be estimated the second amendment will 
get abont 300.000 and will probably be de­ 
feated all the way from 10,000 to 15,000. 
Some of the advocates of the second amend­ 
ment claim it has heen carried, but have no 
figures to show. The Hamilton ac<l Cuya­ 
hoga delegations are divided in the proportion 
which has been reported. 
An estimate has 
been made in which both the Chairmen of 
the committees substantially agree that the 
Senate will stand 20 Democrats, 11 Republi­ 
cans ; the House 03 Democrats and 40 Re 
pnblicans, being a majority of 32 on joint 
ballot. These figures are liable to be slightly 
changed by the final results in both counties.

P h il a d e lp h ia , October 12tb.—A meeting 
in the ¡Lterest of divorce reform was held 
last evening at the Holy Trinity Protesiant 
Rpiscopal Church. 
Right Rev. Benjamin 
Henry Paddock, D. XX, Bishop of Massa­ 
chusetts, presided. 
He explained the object 
of the meeting and referred to the fact that 
there are Slates which show that the plague 
of divorce lavs bold of one out of every ten 
families 
We are rBpidly approaching a 
state of demoralization, and the evil of di­ 
vorce is increasing rapidly. 
Rev. Samuel W. Dike. Corresponding Sec 
retary of the Divorce Reform League, New 
England, gave the ratio of divorces in the 
different States. 
He thought one of the 
causes of the increase is carelessness in Court 
proceeding», and in the Courts themselves in 
their method of procedure. Another fruitful 
cause of divorce is lack of uniformity of the 
laws of the different States. Reducing the 
number of causes for which divorces may be 
granted would reduce the number of divorces 
one-half. 
Bishop Paddock stated an effort had been 
made to influence legislation in Massachu 
setts, and that intelligent Roman Catholics 
would be found to support all such efforte. 
Bishop UilleBpie, of Auburn, Micb., said 
they had no hope from the Ligislature in his 
State, 
Rsv, Mr. Dike stated very important work 
is being done by the League to bring the 
States in harmony. Public opinioD, first 
from the pulpit and then through the press, 
is what will influence the average legislation 
more than anything else.

ton, after which the noose was affixed, and 
the drop fell at 1:20. The neck was broken. 
A t 1:35 he was dead. The crowd was orderly, 
and there was no disturbance whatever. 
Craft proclaimed his innocence to the last 
without faltering. 


C le v e la n d , October 12th.—Jack Radford 
was hanged to-day at Tremont for wife mur­ 
der, committed la»t October. He made a 
fight against the officers, cried, “ Let me go, 
you hellions!” and Bbowered blasphemous 
and obscene epithets upon them. 
After 
being dragged to the scaffold, he tried des­ 
perately to break away and jump from the 
platform. With much trouble he was bound 
and the noose adjusted, the drop falling at 
five minutes past noon.

The American College and Educational So­ 
ciety expended in the last three years $523 - 
906, the total amount received. More money 
was needed for the education of candidates 
for the ministry, and the Council nrged the 
passage of a resolution providing for a col­ 
lection in all churches annually for the benefit 
of the Society. A resolution was adopted for 
the appropriate observation of the anniver­ 
sary of the birth of MartiB Luther.

N ew Y o r k , October 1 2 th .—The World has 
a distressing story of Clara Davenport, who 
forty years ago was one of the most brilliant 
and accomplished young artists in New York, 
Handsome, refined and intelligent, her studio 
was the favorite resort of scholars, artists 
and journalists. Her pupils were the sons 
and daughters of the wealthiest families. She 
counted among her friends the elder Bennett, 
Horace Greeley, Henry J. Raymond, Rev. 
Dr. Stowe, Henry Ward Beecher, William 
Cullen Bryant. P»rk Godwin, Edgar Allen 
Poe, Mrs. Wild and others, conspicuous in 
letters and theology. She wrote and pub­ 
lished tw o volumes o f criticisms on sermons, 
contributed to several magezines and popular 
periodicals, and took an active part in church 
acd mission work. While thus busily en­ 
gaged, she met Alfred Thornton, son o f Judge 


Thornton of Vermont. The latter will be 
well remembered by the early resident* of 
San Francisco. 
Young Thornton was a 
graduate of a college. They were married, 
and bought a handsome place in New Jersey. 
He led a fast life, and brought up in an asy­ 
lum. She concealed her poverty and distress, 
avoiding all society, living a recluse. Recent­ 
ly a reporter visited Lyons’ farms, midway 
between Newark and Elizabeth, where he 
was told that the Thorntons lived in rqualid 
poverty. Her house had no windows, the 
wind blew through the cracks in the wall, and 
she lived in one room, the floor of which was 
littered with coal and dirt. The walls and 
ceiling were black ar.d grimy. She was lying 
on a miserable bed. A cataract over her blue 
eyes has made her almost sightless. Thorn­ 
ton’s father was a member of the Govern­ 
ment Commission to California in 1851 and 
1852.

Ths Ama­ 
zon ants, going to battle, travel from two 
to two and a half meters a minute. 
The 
Amazons of antiqnity, to be even with 
them, if we judge by the relative heights, 
should have traveled eight leagues an 
hour. 
We have, however, in this case, 
to compare the forces with which giveD 
masses move themselves, and should take 
account of weights or volumes.
